Der Index pag. 76b — 80a ist ohne praktiscben Wert, da 
die den Titeln zugefligten Zablen, welcbe die Seiten angeben 
(80b = 1), unzuverlassig sind. Von den folgenden Rezepten 
Bind lateinisch die Rezepte 145a21, 145b6; franz. 148a9. 21, 
148b8. Vermischt sind die Rezepte mit Heilsprttcben, bez. 
Gebet^n, teils in lat., teils me. Spracbe. Me. sind die Heil- 
formeln 86a28, 90a, 97a, 105a9, 109bl2, I09b23, 113al6, 
147a9. Lateiniscb sind: 91b 10, 95b5, 96bl2, 103a 12, 104b9, 
(letzteres mit Scblussanweisung in me. Spracbe), 104b23, 109a22, 
112 a 1 (mit me. Scblussanweisung), 133 a 7, 133 a 13 (dito), 138 b 4 
(dito), 138b 13. 24, 146b 21 (dito). 

Die Pergamentbiatter sind stark gelblicb. Die Scbrift, 
welcbe durcbgebend sebr klar und deutlich ist, liegt in der 
Mitte zwischen der des Chaucer Ms. 198 i^ 3. 2. Corp. Chr. 
College, Oxford, 1430, und der des Chaucer Ms. Royal 18. C. II. 
1450. A. D. Zwiscben den Jahren 1430 und 1450 dtirfte dem- 
uacb die vorliegende Sammlung geschrieben sein. Bei ge- 
nauerer Beti*achtung ergiebt sich, dass die Sammlung nicht 
von ein und derselben Hand herrtihrt. Blatt 105 beginnt eine 
andere, der ersten jedoch sebr abnliche Scbrift. Die Ztige 
sind steifer, grosser, sp^ter unordentlicber; die Tinte ist blasser. 
Der Text enthalt von dort ab manche Febler, die teilweise 
von anderer, anscheinend der ersten, Hand verbessert sind. Von 
pag. 105 an ist durch je zwei senkrecbte und wagerecbte 
Stricbe der Rand vorgezeicbnet, tiber den der Schreiber sich 
sorgfaltig htttet hinwegzuschreiben. Dieser vorgezeichnete 
Rand fehlt auf den Seiten 108b, 110a, 120b, 125b, 131b, 
132a, 140b, 146ab, 147ab. Zwischen pag. 104 und 105 ist 
ein Blatt ausgeschnitten, von dem das Rtickstttck noch vor- 
handen ist. Eine Untersuchung der Vokale (s. u.) ergiebt audi 
geringe dialektisehe Unterschiede zwischen Teil I 80 b — 104b, 
und Teil II 105—148. 
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Neben der hier gebrauehten Paginierung 80 b usw., geht 
eine andere iu blasser Tinte, welche teilweise scbon ganz ver- 
blasst ist. Sie beginnt auf pag. 82 a mit der Zahl 4, sodass 
80b als 1 bezeichnet war, und reicht bis 129a, wo sie mit 
der Zahl 104 aufhort sichtbar zu sein. Der gegenseitige 
Abklatseh, auf pag. 121b : 122a, von 87 : 88 lasst schliessen, 
dass die Paginierung nach Fertigstellung der Sammlung er- 
folgte. 

Die Blatter 92, 99, 144 haben grossere Locher, welche 
schon im Pergament waren, ehe es beschrieben wurde, da der 
Text nicht dadurch gelitten hat. Blatt 146 fehlt oben die 
aussere Ecke; auch dadurch ist der Text nicht beeinflusst, 
Blatt 112 geht eine Querfalte durch das Pergament, welche 
spSter geglattet ist; dadurch sind einzelne Worte undeutlich 
geworden (s. Fussnote). 

Die Ueberschriften der einzelneii Rezepte sind in grosser 
Schrift mit roter Tinte geschrieben, meist in lateinischer, zu- 
weilen in franzOsischer 83a i, 113b 8, oder englischer Sprache 
84al2, 88b23, 90a4. Halb frz. halb lat. 148b8. Zuerst lat, 
dann engl. ttbersetzt sind die Ueberschriften 94 a 19, 103 b 12, 
105al7, 106a5, 106b 18. 

90 a 4 hat am Rande die Ueberschrift noch einmal, von 
derselben Hand. Ausserdem ist noch zweimal von anderer 
Hand die Bestimmung der Rezepte an den Rand geschrieben 
l<^8al3, 94a20. Die Anfangsbuchstaben der Rezepte, meist 
T von Take, sind gross mit roter Farbe eingetragen. Teil- 
weise fehlen diese Anfangsbuchstaben; statt dessen ist Raum 
gelassen, in den sie eingetragen werden soUten. Der fehlende 
Buchstabe ist dann h^ufig schon klein vorgeschrieben; h^ufig 
steht auch neben diesem klein vorgeschriebenen Buchstaben 
derselbe gross rot eingezeichnet. Einmal, 103 a 14, ist ein un- 
richtiger Buchstabe, T fttr J, gross rot eingezeichnet. An ver- 
schiedeuen Stellen, die ich in den Fussnoten vermerkt habe, 
sind die Anfangsworte schwarz geschrieben und dann mit 
roten Strichen durchzogeu. Vor den Rezepten findet sich viel- 
fach das Zeichen r(, dieses dann stets in roter Farbe. In den 
Carminihus findet sich an verschiedenen Stellen, vor Anrufung 
Gottes, der Dreieinigkeit, der Heiligen, vor dem Amen usw., 
das Zeichen M. welches die Bekreuzigung anzeigt, ebenfalls 



in roter Tinte. Auch sonstige Anfangsbuchstaben, z. B. von 
Eigennamen, sind rot gegeben, was ich in den Fussnoten ver- 
merkt babe. 

Auf die Interpunktion ist im Ms. sehr wenig Aufmerk- 
samkeit verwandt. Sie feblt meist ganzlieh. Es findet sieh 
nur ein tiber der Zeile stehender Punkt, der als Punkt und 
Eomma dient, sowie am Schlusse der Ueberscbriften oder der 
Kezepte ein tiber der Zeile stehender Punkt mit einem Stricbe 
daran •^. Im Carmen 109b 12, am Schlusse der Reimzeile, 
findet sich das Zeiehen ^. Zuweilen finden sieh als Sehluss- 
oder auch als Anfangszeichen zwei parallele Schragstriche //. 
Ein einzelner, oder auch zwei kleine parallele Schragstriche 
am Ende der Zeile sind als Bindezeichen verwandt. Die 
ttbrige Interpunktion dieser Ausgabe ist von mir eingefligt. 

i ist meist durch einfachen Strieh, ohne Punkt, gegeben; 
jedoch ist der Punkt auch haufig durch einen Schragstrich 
bezeichnet i. 

u und n sind durch senkreehte Stricbe im Ms. gegeben 
und sehr schwer von einander zu unterscheiden. 

Der Buchstabe m ist entweder durch drei senkreehte 
Striche, oder die Majuskel coo gegeben. In der Abktirzung 
ftir manus = coo habe ich im Text tJi angewandt. 

I und h sind im Ms. als f und ft geschrieben. Zwischen 
beiden ist vielleicht einzelue Male (s. Anm.) eine Verwechselung 
dadurch entstanden, dass durch Verbindung von / mit dem 
folgenden Buchstaben ft entstand. het statt let, nethe statt 
netle.

Die Abktirzungen It = libra Pfund, f = semis j di = di- 
niidium, R = Recipe, -^ oder Z^ = vnce, m = Manus, 7 = 
and(ant) habe ich im Text unverandert gelassen. Das Zeiehen 
ana, im Ms. stets an"^ geschrieben, ist ein noch jetzt gebrS-uch- 
liches Apothekerzeichen und bedeutet ad aequas partes. 

Im Ms. A fehlen einzelne BlsLtter, und zwar nach Aus- 
weis der oben erwahnten Nebenpaginierung, zwei zwischen 
Blatt 102 und 103 (46, 47, 48, 49), und eins zwischen 122 
und 123 (90, 91), 
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Die koUationierten Mss. haben entsprechende Rezepte nur 
bis pag. 122b, mit Ausnahme von C und D, die noch einige 
Gegensttteke zu deu Eezepten der folgenden Seiten bringen. 

Sloane Ms. 3153 = JB, eine Papierhandsehrift in Klein- 
oktav, enthalt durehgehend medizinische Rezepte. Die Heil- 
sprtiche fehlen in dieser Sammlnng. Zu A in Beziehung 
stehende Rezepte bringt es von pag. 2 — 38, sodann ganz ver- 
einzelte von 38 — 72; in beiden Teilen in anderer Reihenfolge, 
als in A. Von pag. 72 — 91 bringt es wieder mit A tiberein- 
stimmende Rezepte. Bei diesen ist dieselbe Reihenfolge ein- 
gehalten, wie in A, nur dass die schon frtther gebraehten 
Rezepte in diesem Teile nicht wiederholt sind. B zeigt also 
in den beiden ersten Teilen eine Zusammenstellung aus ver- 
schiedenen Vorlagen, von denen eine zu A in verwandtschaft- 
licher Beziehung steht. Von pag. 72 — 91 braehte B dann die 
aus der mit A verwandten Vorlage noch nicht gegebenen 
Rezepte.

Sie sind 
nicht durch farbige Schrift hervorgehoben, jedoch h3;Ufig rot 
unterstrichen. 

Royal Ms, 17 J. Ill = C, ein Pergamentkodex von un- 
gefahr 12 cm H5he zu 7 cm Breite. Er bringt zu A in Be- 
ziehung stehende Rezepte zunachst pag. 119a — 122b = CI, 
und zwar beginnt er mit dem ersten Rezept 80b 1, bringt so- 
dann unmittelbar darauf A 132 a 8 und folgende. Dann be- 
ginnt in C auf pag. 134 b unten eine Reihenfolge von in A 
enthalteuen Rezepten, 134 b — 138 b zu Ende = CII. Auf 
pag. 139 a bringt C zunachst das Rezept 80 b 14; dann folgen 
die tibrigen bis 88b in ununterbrochener Reihenfolge, dann 
bis 4 134 a rait anderen untermischt, die nicht in A enthalten 
sind, wogegen viele in A enthaltene fehlen. Dieser Teil von 
C reicht von 139a — 16Gb = (7III. Die Heilsprttche fehlen 
anch in dieser Handschrift, mit Ausnahme von 133a7 und 
133al3, welche in CI sich finden. Die Ueberschriften sind 
in die Zeilen eingerttekt in Schwarzschrift, meist rot unter- 
{:>tricheu, und in den meisten Fallen ebenso am Rande wiederholt. 
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Sloane Ms. 405 = D, eine Papierhandschrift in Oktav- 
format. Es bringt zu A in Beziehung stehende Rezepte auf 
den Seiten 39a — 40b = DI, 58b — GOb = Dll von der- 
selben Hand. Nach Blatt 59 fehlt ein Blatt. Pag. 59 b hat 
als letzte Zeile die Zeile A 122 a 12: Here is pe mdkynge of 
salue for birnynge woundes, am Eande: A falue for hirnige 
wondes. Pag. 60 a bringt keine Fortsetzung dieses Eezeptes, 
sondern lat., nicht in A vorhandene Rezepte. Es bringt dann 
pag. GOb das Rezept A 114 a8. Sodann beginnt von anderer 
Hand auf pag. 12Ga eine abgesehlossene Sammlung, die bis 
pag. 197 reicht, unter der Uebersehrift: Here hegynnith a litel 
boke of medicyne for al felcenes z maladies ivip in a man. 
Lat. Uebersehriften fassen die Rezepte, welehe dieselbe Krank- 
heit, Oder eine Krankheit an demselben Korperteile behandeln, 
zu einem Kapitel zusammen. Es beginnt mit dem Kapitel De 
capite, und hat als erstes Rezept das Rezept 80 b 14. H^ufig 
haben die einzelnen Rezepte neben dieser Kapitelttberschrift 
keine besondere Uebersehrift mehr. In diesem Falle habe ich 
im Apparat die Kapitelttberschrift in runden Klammern ge- 
geben. Teil 126a — 197 nenne ich DHL Die Heilsprttche 
fehlen, mit Ausnahme von J. 90a4, der in 2)1 enthalten ist. 
Wie sich aus der Kollation ergiebt, ist Dili eine Bearbeitung 
mehrerer Vorlagen, darunter auch die rait A verwandte, nicht 
nur in Beziehung auf die Zusammenstellung, sondern auch in 
Bezug auf die Fassung der einzelnen Rezepte, wo sich der 
Schreiber anscheinend bemttht, alles m5glichst kurz auszu- 
drttcken. Es war daher nicht mOglich, D seine Stellung im 
Stammbaum anzuweisen. 

Royal Ms. Iff, 674 = E, eine Pergamenthandsehrift in 
Oktavformat. 

Die Paginierung der Pergamentblatter beginnt rait 2, so- 
iasg daraus schon das Fehlen eines Blattes hervorgeht. Pag. 2 
l)eginnt die Handschrift rait 3 Zeilen, welehe den letzten 
Zeilen des Rezeptes J. 83 a 6 entspreehen. Es folgen dann die 
Rezepte von A in derselben Ordnung. Demnach darf man an- 
nehmen, dass das fehlende Blatt die in A vorhergehenden 
Rezepte enthalten hat. Die Reihenfolge der Rezepte bleibt 
^is pag. 30 b ziemlich dieselbe. Diesen Teil nenne ich El. 
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Pag. 31 — 14 stimmen nicht zu A, von da an finden sich bis 
pag. 72b nur vereinzelte Rezepte; diesen Teil nenne ich J5?nL 
Auf pag. 73 a — 74 a bringt eine andere, wohl jtingere Hand 
einige vorn feUende Rezepte von A, namlieh 80bl4.28, 81a 
2.6.20, Slbl, 81a24.28, Sibil. 29, 82a2. 8. 19.22, 82bl0 = 
JEII. Die Sehrift der ersten Seite 2 a hat sehr dureh Ab- 
scheuern gelitten; anscheinend ist der Kodex langere Zeit ohne 
Einband gewesen.
